Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr, Park called the examiner to determine if the applicant was to file 
a deck under 37 CFR 132 in which the inventors were to swear that from 1996 to the date that the application was filed, 
the infrastructure did not exist to combine the teachings of the prior art in the manner suggest by the last office action if 
it would be sufficient to overcome the art of record. Mr. Park stated that the inventors would swear that because the 
infrastructure did not exist, it would not have been obvious to them as persons of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
teachings of the prior art in the manner suggested at the time the application was filed because it was not possible to 
do so. The examiner stated that he would have to see the exact language of the deck and the evidences submitted to 
support applicant's position to make a determination and could not commit to anything he has not yet seen first. Mr. 
Park also asked if there were any way they could amend the claims to overcome the art of record and the examiner 
was not able to make any suggestions.
